Water Supplji 

There bnve lately appeared in our 
columns several letters grappling with a 
question that must, sooner or later, be 
dealt with in practice: that of the necessity 
of an increased water supply for Victoria. 
One of these, , written by a civil 
engineer of reputation, although our 
mind lias somo. littlo difficulty of at 
once grasping the practicability of 
his bold conceptions, is at least 
worthy of consideration on account of the 
experience and status of the writer. 
But in whatever way the engineering dif- 
ficulties are to ba met, there is no doubt 
that an urgent want exists for an ample 
nnd pure supply of water ; and that con- 
iidering the physical geography of the sur- 
rounding country and the numerous chain 
of lakes in the immediate vicinity of the 
town, the problem is not a difficult one to 
solve. As regards both drainage ami 
water supply, the two most important 
elements of a good sanitary condition, the 
town of Victoria is sadly deficient. 
There is no main drainage, and a consid- 
erable portion ol the water supply is from 
wells into which, owing to inefficient 
drains and cesspools, all sort of organic 
impurities of the most loathsome kind Qnd 
their way. Such causes and influences 
have a most deleterious effect on the 
health of a community, and although not 
always apparent to ordinary observers, 
yet often work considerable though 
unexpected evil ? As in towns 
situated much under tho sumo con- 
dition a3 this, wliero accumulations of 
decomposition bavo been going on for 
years, disease has suddenly broken 
out and devastated the place.' 2so doubt 
the climate is a very healthy one, and 
owing to the extent of space over which 
tho town is distributed, the sparse popula- 
tion and the crevices and fissures in most 

■ houses, good ventillation goes on and 
j wafts away the impurities that everywhere 
'abound. Indications, however, are now 

presenting themselves of the insalubrious 
agencies that exist in a high death rate 
amongst children, an unerring test both 

■ of the morality and sanitory condition 
of a community. Lritoly there has pre- 
vailed amongst children a disease known 
in America as " Infantile Cholera," anil 
which has caused several deaths. This 
disease is almost unknown in Europe, but 
prevails eudemicaHy in the Middle and 
"Western States of America during the 
summer, recurring with uniform seasonal 
regularity, and being the chief cause of 
the loss of lifo amongst infants in these 
towns. All the best American authorities 
agree that it is a disease caused by decom- 
posing filth, and abounds where the attnos 
phere is poisoned by cesspools and sewers, 
and that the greater the incanitory con- 
dition of a locality the greater its preva- 
lence, being bred by certain casual 
factors, and herding in the same places 
with diptheria and putrid sore throat. 
The remedy for this state of things is 
regular drains nnd water supply to 
flush them ; and if a thorough system of 
drainago were once established all shallow 
wells would cease to exist.. The present 
water supply, though in winter, when 
Harris' pond is not had recourse to. is fair 
of Its kind, is not sufficient for the 
wants cf the community, as taking the 
population on a:i avorage at 400U, only 
seven gallons can be supplied lo each in 
dividual daily, whereas so ns to flush 
drains, Are purposes, baths, chips, &c, 
at least forty gallons ought to be the 
estimate. In order to achieve a permanent 
purity of source as well ns sufficiency of 
supply, one of tho neighboring lakes must 
bo had recourse to. By capital thus 
judiciously expended a higher standard of 
public health will bo obtained. We have 
no doubt, also, that a good investment 
might also be made, as it Is proverbial 
that the shares of a water company and a 
cemetery of all investments pay best ; and 
if the last was also entered into, the sanitory 
blot of having a graveyard in the midst 
of a community would be wiped out,

A DoTtRiBLE Breakfast.— The break- 
fast eaten by between 400 and 500 people 
of Wurzburg, in Bavaria, July 6th, will 
long be painfully remembered. In Ger- 
man cities the bread the people consume 
is rarely made at home, but is bought at 
the baker's shops. Of late years a par- 
ticular kind of bread has come very much 
in vogue for breakfast It is made in the 
form of rolls shaped like little horns, of 
about three ounces weight. Most of 
those who in Wurzburg, on the morning 
in question, atn that kind of broad, had 
been provided from a certain baker's shop 
neur the cathedral. After eating they 
suddenly became .sick. They felt a burn 
ing in the stomach, vomited, and fell off 
their chairs in a complete state of prostra- 
tion. This calamity being known, the 
baker's shop was closer], nnd his custom- 
ers in nnd out of town immediately 
warned not to use his articles. An ex- 
amination showed that nil of the so-culled 
"horns," nnd sotno other kinds of black 
bread had been poisoned with arsenic. 
Not n vestige of the poison wns discovered 
in the raw material at tho shops ; flour, 
milk, salt and water were nil perfectly free 
from any corrupting substance ; yet in 
sonic of the "horns'' upwards of four 
grains of arsenic were found. It was t v - 
dent that the poison hud been mixed with 
tho dough, and not with the original 
material The whole community was 
terror-stricken, of course. From two to 
three pounds of arsenic had been em- 
ployed, but no clue to tho perpetrator 
could bo obtained, according to our latest 
advices, nnd it seems the Bavarian 
authorities, who at once took the m.tter 
in hand, rather despair of finding him out, 
Luckily, not one bad died among the 
whole number poisoned. 

The Perils op' Surgery. — A letter 
from Kohl, in the Courrier du /las Rhin, 
mentions the death, a few days back, at 
Hoidelbe r g, of a surgeon named Weber, 
and two of his assistants, under very pain- 
ful circumstances. All three had been to 
a country house in tbo neighborhood to 
attend two children attacked by diptheria. 
pi the case of one of them, the operation 
of tracheotomy was found necessary, nnd 
M. Weber, whilst engaged in performing 
it, unfortunately allowed a small clot of 
blood to full into tho chile] h windpipe. 
In the absence of u proper instrument for 
extraction, he sucked tho wound to get 
out the foreign substance. Having 
failed, the others in succession applied 
their mouths to tbu wound, ami at last 
succeeded in their object. They, how- 
ever, all caught the tnaladay, and suc- 
cumbed to it in the course of six hours. 
Prof. Weber was only tliirty.-nine years of 
age, but had already acquired a high re- 
putation.
